If ym are planning to 

nvite ^)me new friends to pwtfr \mTty it is generally a good idea to 

nvite some of your older and closer comjanions who well aid you 

in making your new acquaintances feel more at bonne. It is generally 

a goocl idea to invite some new comers to your parties since they 

often provide variety by addii^ new interests and viewpoints. 

Ctace you have deaded upon your guest list you must of courle 
eithe- said out invitations or notify the guests about the pary by 
phone. The written invitation should include the following infor- 
mation : ( 1 ) What kind of prty is being given ; (2) Where it is 
being hdd ; (3) When it will be held, and (4) Who is givmg it. In 
addition to this ififoniiatiun you may also want to indicate how long 
the party will last and what ])eoplf should wear. If you are sending 
out written invitations you should mail the invitations at least 
two weeks in ativance of the party. Include an RSVP if you wwit 
to know ahead of time how nuny people to expect at the iMirty.

Controlling the boards become 
the prime objective of the surfer: straying 
too far on one side they might strike a 
swimmer; too far on the other side they 
might |?ea>me entangled in fishing lines, 
or, worse yet, plow into a piling under the 
fishing pier. Pleasure in the sport must take 
i back seat to a»itrolting the boards. 

Yet, we realize that surfing «annot be 
l»rmitted just anywhere along the beach. 
An crushing board can, and does, cause 
serious Injury if it strikes a swimmer. Corv 
trols must be set to prota:t them as well 
as financially protect the hotel and motel 
owners whose Income depends on the 
avsifabitity oX the oc»an and direct a<xess 
to the beach. The dty Is jn the precarious 
pe^itton of owing a c»ftain responsibility 
to rt» surfers, the swimmers and the hotel- 
nroterf ^^ners.

Week is an attenq;>t to make 
peojfle ' more aware, for one 
week, of tfie importance of this 
service which fuiK^ns for them 
each day of the year. 

The Virginia wei^ts and 
measures regulatons are en- 
forced on both the state and 
local levels. The state's main 
rcgulatoi'y agency is the Virginia 
Department of Agriculture, which 
cooperates with local agencies in 
some ageas. 

Working under VDA's divi- 
sion of regulatory services, the 
weights and measures iec^ion 
maintains 29 inspectors in the 
field. 

J. F. Lyles, supervisor of the 
section, in explaining the duties 
of a weights and measures inspec- 
tor said, "'.His basic duty is to 
check commercial weighing an^ 
measuring devices and to peg- 
odically checkweigh prepackaged 
items throughout the state to 
make sure that they meet re- 
quired standards. This assures 
that buyers g e t w ha t th e y pay 
for and that filers don't give 
away profits through faulty or 
inaccorate equipment. We esti^ 
mate that this service saves thi 
average Virginia family approxi- 
inately $150 a year at a cost of 
less than 5-%c per person."

The European production unit

While at the Vatican. Vicas

A new medical research facility has been established at the 
University of V^irginia this year as the site for extensive studies in 
the field'of heart and circulatory disease and ixirticularly of a com- 
liion type of high blood pressure. .' 

The Vii^nia Heart Association has provided funds to assist 
with the new laboratories and is supportmg the professorship in 
cardiovascular research to which Dr. J. Edwin VVood^Uiy a f ortner 
faculty member at Boston University School OLf Medicine and the 
Mediod Collie of Geo^ia, was appointed last year. Support also

The primary .subjec of research in the new laboratory, will he 
the condition known as essential hypertension which is the most 
common type of high blood pressure and is passed by {inheritance. 
Dr. Wood and his associates will focus their work on an apparent 
inherited metabolic defect which may produce abiK^rrtially elevated 
blood presure. * 

Medical scientists for years have attempted to establish causes 
of this type of hypertension. Much of their work has been a search 
for wi abnormal substance in the ^patient's system which would 
cause the cbnstriction of blood vessels and conseqiient increased 
pressufe. » 

Dr. Wood's work represents a dTfTetrnt type 6Tappix>acTTriti 
which he seeks to determine if the constric^on results from ihe 
body's inability to handle or metabolize a substatice which is

For this work, the new laboratory has been equipped with a 
twin-|»-obe scintillation counter that is used in conjunction with 
radioisotopes to measure blood fbw under 'various conditions in 
IHltients with high blood pressure and those without. This work is 
done in a specially controlled temjierature room. 

The data collected by this measuring clfvice is so extensive that 
i^ will be put on tape ajid analyzed in the University's new com- 
puter center. 

— Another project underway^ 4n~4li€^ Virginia Heart ^€S€arc4i 
Laboratory under the direction of Dr. Julian Beckwith, professor of 
medicine, involves studies of heart sounds. This utilizes a sjjecial 
soundproofed room for detailed evaluation of heart murmurs in 
conciliation with measuremetVt-of the impulse or force of the heart 
beat. 

The laboraories also are equipped for biochemical studies in- 
volving patients with high blood pressure and other types of heart 
disease and for blood pressure studies on rats whose circulatory 
responses can be similar to those in humatis. 

Members of this heart research team will work with tuem- 
bers of the neurology staff on methods of diagnosis and treat, 
ment of strokes. Th<jy also plan studies of cinndation in the ex- 
tremities with particular reference to changes produced by arte- 
riosclerosis (hardening and stiffening of the arteries.) 

Dr. Wbod is the first incumbent of the chair of cardiovascular 
research established by the Virginia Heart Association and its 
member chapers. A ^nilar chair also has been esablished at the 
Medical College of \%ginia. Purpose of this supix)rt of faculty 
positions is to help enljn-ge heart research programs of the schools 
and to broaden training opportunities for physicians si*cializing 
in cardiovascular research.

What About Alfalfa? 

Alfalfa t»s been called the 
"qu^i! of for^ crop" in Vir- 
ginia. For years die has reigned 
•ufwone. But now there is one 
little siy^ect — the alfalfa weevil 
— whicij is busy Avhittling Her 
Mqesty down to size! 

While small, this Irttle airarch- 
ist has an appetite big as all out- 
doors! He wasn't much of a 
wtj6l«n teck when heptachlor- 
"fcrtiliar mixtures could be used. 
Hie farnM»- could a)ntrol him 
while applying plant nutrients. 

But heptMJilor has been out- 
l^woi because of a nssidue prob- 
kan. Malathion and diazinon are 
reoOHimended for control, used 
as sprays in the spring. When 
properly a{^ied, they give good 
odMroL 

It takes more effort to get 
food co^vrage, though, and many 
faf^ieis are just not putting out 
the effort needed to do the job. 
Many of them are unhappy with 
resuHs and are saying they must 
find something to re{^ce alfal- 
fa as (heir main forage crop. 

R may be a little premature 
to tidBLfflfiYiag^jipalfalfa. How- 
ev^", for some growers, a switch 
may be called for. 

It will cost about $100 per 
mae'to produce alfalfa where 
$13.25 per acre is allotted for 
dvbe sprayings to control the 
^f^eivU. If production amounts, 
to 4.7S tons per acre, then it is 
OK&^ about $20 per ton to 
l»oduce alfalfa. This figures ap- 
|»t>noiately $2.54 per hundred 
pcNOKb ai total di^tible nutri- 
ents as M to the aninwl.

. Hk best way to prexeal such 
dami^ is by using vapor bar- 
riers on the warm side of build- 
ing sur^K^s. 

A ^^por barrier is simply sc^ne 
material «^idlv retards the flow 
of water vapor ^rough a surface. 

In a poultry house m the 
wintertime, Ae air is likely to 
have a higher relative humidity 
because water has been picked up 
from the droppings and respired 
from the birds. This more moist 
and wanner air tends to move 
to cooler surfaces. Water will 
form {Ml the surface if it is cool 
enough. 

Insulation slows down the 
movonent of heat tiirough the 
walls and ceiling and helps pro- 
vide warmer surfaces in ppuUry 
houses. But, if a vapor barrier' 
is not used, tiie warm moirt air 
will move through the insulation. 
Water forms near the cold sur- 
face if the vapor is trapped in 
the insulation or water *may 
form anyway if very little insu- 
lation is used. When the vapor 
cijndenscs into water, the insula- 
tion loses its value and the build- 
ing may be damaged. 

The best vapor barriers are 
aluminum foil-backed materials, 
duplex, <M" laminated papers, cer- 
tain asphalt inoreftnated and 
surface coated sheathing paper, 
and smooth surface roll roofing. 
Two coats of aluminum paint is 
also a vapor barrier when applied 
to fiber board, plvwood, and 
other types of building and wall 
surfaces. 

Another possible vapor harrier 
could be two coats of asphalt 
paint. 

Most other buildmg materials 
do not retard ^por flow suffici- 
ently to be called vapor barriers. 

f4ever plac* the va{K)r l>arrier 
on the cold side of the insulation. 
This would only serve to entrap 
moisture within tiie insulation 
durirjg the winter. 

• Be sure also to keep attic 
spaces above insulation well ven- 
tilated. In caw of leakage of 
moisture vapor occurred, it 
would prolwbly move away with- 
out condensing on the insulation.

.in science and liberal arts tor college credit, graduate courses in 
education, non-credit certificate programs in sucR things as busi- 
ness education or data pn>cessing, home study courses and informal 
adult courses, for instance; in creative writing. , " 

Pcrsuiis thriiujjhoui the state may take sncli courses at three 
two.)*ar colleges operated by the University and at two branches 
and extension ceitters and field offices operated by the University's 
School of General Studies. Cla-s^s are held at .such places as the 
new canij)us of (ieorge Mason College at Fairfax to various public 
facilities such as schools and libraries. 

"The University of Virginia in her function as the state uni- 
versity, has a prime responsibility for the development of higher 
education in all Virginia," said University President Edgar F. 
Shannon Jr. "And in her tradition as an institutioni of national 
eminence, she has the mission of making a significanf contribution 
to higher education in the nation." 

The three University community colleges are George Mason, 
Clinch Valley College in Wise and Patrick Henry Collie, Martins- 
ville. At these colleges, students may receive two years of an 
accredited collie education in liberal arts or certain professional 
subjects, such as engineering, and business and technological train- 
ing wlich is above the high school or vocational school level. 

The School of General Studies opened its Eastern Shore 
brarjch this year at Wallops Station. The school also operates a 
Lynchburg branch. 

Branches also offer an acredited two-year liberal arts curri- 
culum, but they have a smaller faculty, a narrower curriculum and 
none of the athletic and recreational facilkies that most colloges 
have. , * 

Perhaps the most fer-reaching program of the Sdux)! of 
General Studies is the extension program whose goal is continuing 
education for adults. Though only one year of transferable 
college credits may be obtained through extension centers, they are 
flexible enough to develop programs according to the needs of the 
persons in the area providing day-time and evening credit and 
non-credit courses as needs arise. 

Centers are the northern Virginia center in Arlington, the 
Roanoke center, the central Virginia center in Charlottesville, the 
Hampton Roads center in Norfolk, the Richmond center and the 
southwest Virginia center in Abingdon.

Programs through 
General Studies represent the ideals of the University's founder, 
Thomas Jefferson, which are reflected in his words spoken well 
over a dentbry ago: "A sysfem of general instn«:tion that shall 
reach every description of our citizens from the highest to the 
poorest."

One pint of fertilizer, such as 
5-10-5, weighs about one pound. 
The use of this measurement is 
sufficiently accurate for most 
general fcrtiirzing practices. 

A nitorgen sidedressing is 
usually beneficial to com and to 
leafy vegetables such as spinach, 
broccoli, cabbage, kale, collards, 
and lettuce. Apply when corn is 
knee-high, and when leafy vege- 
tables are well established. Also 
apply a nitorgen sidedressing to 
leafy \«getables any time the 
color of 'the leaves is a paler 
green than normal, since this 
usually indicates a nhorgen de- 
ficiency. Apply high nitorgen 
fertilizers such as nitrate of soda 
or NL or Cal-Nitro. Use 7 
pounds of nitrate of soda or 5 
pounds of either ANL or Cal- 
Nitor. to each 1000 sq. ft. of 
garden area. Place the fertilizer 
along each side of the row and 
then mix with the soil by culti- 
vating. Do not use m<»e than the 
required amount of fertilizer and 
keep it <rff the leaves to avoid 
burning. 

When plants are set in the 
garden, 1 to 2 cups of water 
shduld be poured 'armind each 
before the h<rfe is completely 
filled. TTiis water may be made 
into a starter solution by adding 
5-10-5 or 5-10-10 fertilize at 
the rate of 1 measur^ ci^ to 
cKh 4 gallons of water.

It bc^a back ia 1960 when 
Roddy Reynolds of Putnam, 
Texas took a little handmade 
stick horse he had named Gold 
Dust amJ set him on the "trail" 
to celebrate the lOM) annivers- 
ary of the Pony Express. Gold 
Dust bore an ej^laaatory note 
that stated his mi»ion and asked 
people who came in contact with 
him to serve as riders. Gold*t>ust 
was left beside the road on Hy. 
66 while Noddy was on vw;ation 
with his family in New Mexko. 
Apparently it was a few days 
twfore he caugl« his first rider 
but once on the trail he really 
moved. People, all strangers, 
were so coqxrative in playing 
the game that Gold Dust rode 
to hundreds of pl&es on five 
continents in seven months. 

Everywhere he went he was 
received royally. Many of those 
he contacted wrote to his master 
telling <A experience with the 
pony. 

In March of 1961, Gold Dust 
was s^nt in from Johannesburg 
load«i down with souvenirs. He 
was a VIP (very important pony). 
Reporters called /or appoint- 
ments and friends came to %e 
him. 

After several weeks Roddy 
felt that Gold Dust ought to rkJe 
out again in the inter^t of good- 
will. Not wanting to risk ^ch 'a 
famous pony on the trail, Gold 
Dust was created to go in his 
place. This new pony was an 
exact replica of Gold Dust but he 
carried a motto: "My business is 
to make friends." 

The manager of a Dutch air- 
line agreed to help get Gold Dust 
II on the trail. With his daugh- 
ter serving as the rider, he went 
to Amsterdam in Novepiber of 
196t. After a few weeks stay in 
Holland he rode over the North 
Pole to Japan where he made 
friends. Then he turned south 
visiting most of the maor islands 
M Jh& SQUlh Pacific. On one 
occasion he visited the interior 
of New Guinea where very few 
white men have ever been. He 
found the natives very friendly. 
He traveled extensively in Aus- 
tralia, riding every mile of Trans- 
Australia Airlines route of 45,- 
000 miles, stopjimg in every port.

Exact amount of the contract 
was not known but Etheridge 
said it was "well within" the 
tJ5,{K)0 appropriated irecdntly 
by City Council for the project.

Biologists have advised that 
a high^ percentage of salinity in 
the fresh water bay will settle 
suspended silt and allow sunlight 
through the cleared waters so 
that grasses and other natural 
foliage will grow. Hunting and 
fishing has been seriously im- 
paired in the area in recent 
months by these conditions. 

After extensive study into 
possible solutions, to the prob- 
lem, the council-appointed com- 
mittee decided on the present 
plan which will pump 10 million 
gallons of ocean water into the 
bay each 10-hour working day. 

The length of time the pump- 
ing will continue will depend on 
daily salinity tests to be made 
by qualified biologists. Once the 
percentage » up to par, how- 
ever, die committee .expecfe only 
to use the pump to off ser heavy 
rain run-crft. 

Construction plans call for a 
wooden pier approximately 300 
feet long, about 150 feet of 
which will extend into the At- 
lantic Ocea^ The pump will be 
installed Oh a platf orm at the 
end of the pier ^ ~ 

The wooden structure will be 
built wide enough to allow a ve- 
hicle^ so that the pump can be 



a severe storm or hurriaane 

The pipe will also be laid 
along the pier which will prc^ibit 
its use for fishing or any ortier 
aptivity. Etheridge said that, be- 
cause of the pipe, the pier will 
remain locked at all times. 

"The pier was not designed 
for fishing or any purpose mter 
than the pumping operation and, 
for the protection of the public, 
it must remain locked," be 
said.

Sonis of Ae new varieties 
have been te«ted at Virginia 
Tech, Avalanche, for instance, 
is a new hybrid tomato that is 
resistant to fusarium wilt and 
gray leaf spot, but does not 
yield as well as Rutgers. 

Supermarket, another new to- 
mato, is alio resistant to fu.«arium 
wilt and gr^ kaf sftot, and the 
yield is almost as good as Rut- 
gers. I think SuperoMrket's 
fruits are very handsome. 

Another candichte is Fantas- 
tic.

PROSRAM HAS

First, he explained, the diver 
sion payment earned for reducing 
the farm's 1965 acreage of corn, 
barley, or grain scrghum, as- 
sures the p^rti-ipating grower of 
a substantial income from the 
diverted acreas, regardless of 
drought, flood, insects, hail, or 
crop disease. 

1 his is also true of tfie price- 
support payment which is made 
on the acreage planted in 1965 
to one or more "of the three feed 
grains — no matter what dis- 
position is made of the crop, the 
^^ice-suf^rt payment is as. 
sured. And, third, price support 
is available through loans and 
purchases on the participating 
farmer's entire 1 965 production 
of the feed grains. Furthermore, 
the Oiairman added, if the farm 
operator requests it. an advance 
of one -half of the estimated 
diversion payment will be made 
at the time of signing up or as 
soon as possible after that time. 
Growers take part in the feed 
grain prc^ram by diverting at 
least 2k) percent ot ^ farnt's 
fe^ grain base acreage into aa 
approved conserving use and 




carrying out other provisbns of 
j^ 4>ro^wi. If more than the 
nffafnium acreage is diverted, a 
higher rate of payment will apply. 
Maximum diversion is 50 per- 
cent of the farm's feed grain base 



The minimum rate of payment 
is based on one-fifth of the 
county's total price-support rate 
(the county loan rate plus the 
price support payment rate). A 
hi^er rate (one-half the total 
price support rate for the 
eounty) applies to diversion be- 
tween 20 and 40 percent of the 
base. If 40 pwrcent or more of 
the base is actually diverted, the 
higher rate applies to the entire 
acreage diverted. 

Fafm operators may file appli- 
cations to take part in the 1965 
feed grani program at the ASCS 
County office. The signup period 
extends through March 26.

* Swarming time is a "coming 
out" time for the adolescent ter- 
mite and^ the main objective of 
this activity is to locate a HVelv 
spot to start a new colony. In 
other words, the tcrmues are 
starting a new family with pro- 
geny that may number In the 
hundreds of thousands. 

Termites inhabit the soil 
throughout most of the t em p e ra te 
and tropic zones of the earth's 
crust and ar^e constantly in 
search of their only foodstuff- 
cellulose. Since wood is the 
chief and most common source 
of cellulose, they are . searching 
for wood and tfie beams in a 
cellar, the sill under i front door, 
or the studding which comes in 
direct contact with the concrete 
slab of a modem house will do 
very nicely for the termite 
throng. 

Anyone who has left a stake 
in the ground for a few months 
and then pulled it out to see how 
it has been furrowed will realize 
how ^e\l the termites scout for 
food supplies. If, as they travel. 
they run up against a house 
foundation, they search out any 
possible openings — and usuallv 
find even the smallest c-^i^k 
"^hen they move in. for-^in" "ha' 
amounts to a conhnrous sur>n' 
line of tiny tunnels. 

They climb and build and 
climb and build until they hit 
"pay dirt,'!- a nice sirloin steak 
of a beam. They can go through 
concrete block walls with ease — 
if there is a tiny crack — and 
they almost alwavs find what 
they are looking for unless proper 
rerredial actions are taken. 

Termite da-^a"; is hi-- i" thjc 
country, lar^elv because of f^"- 
tors connected with rnodem 
housing make^life easv for this 
menace. Some experts claim th^t 
termite damage runs to better 
than $250,000,000 annually. 

But, termite damage can be 
prevented. Modem scientific 
methods can keen ter'^i^es out 
r-f buildinfs and -an kill thos- 
which have ^otten in. 
' To avoid trouble with this 
costly and universal nest, the 
firm advises reeular checkups by 
experienced pest control opera- 
tors — especially when termites 
have been seen swarrtiine from 
a structure — and the hirin? of 
a reputable and recognized oest 
control firm when the pests are 
discovered. 

"There are no good bari;ain 
termite control jobs," Led Cham- 
bers said, "^but good control costs 
f$T Jess than many home repau-s 
ahd the home owner who calls 
in a reputable firm will be sur- 
prised how reasonabte his serv- 
ice can be.'* 



Procedure Is Outlined For

the watchword to use in sanitiz- 
ing poultry houses and equip- 
ment. H 
I suggest dining buildings 
and equipment in this order: 

Take all equipment out of the 
house. Remove all the manure 
="M Hirer, sweep or wasn tnc 
ceiling, walls, windows, and 
floors to remove dust and dirt. 
(A steam jenny does an excel- 
lent cleaning job.) 

Disinfect the house and equip- 
ment completely. Be sure to be 
thorough. 

After the hou^ has been 
thoroughly cleaned, permit only 
.hose persons having business 
.iiere to inter it. 

Place about three inches of 
dry litter on the floor just before 
you put the birds in the build- 
irig. ... 

After completing the cleaning, 
isolate replacement chicks — es- 
pecially during the first eight 
weeks of their life — from older 
birds and visitors. 

k also Itrongly recontmenii 
taking these steps: 

Isolate the brooder and grow- 
ing house from the breeder 
house. If iKJtri are on the same 
farm, the replacement house 
should be at least a hundred 
yards from the breeder house. 
Se{»rate farms are preferred. 

Use different laborers to at- 
tend the replacements and breed- 
ers where the units are large 
enough to justify it. If you don't 
have this much help, have the 
attendants take care of the re- 
placements first each day. 

Don't allow contaminated 
equipment to be brought oil the 
premises. -«- 

Keep visitors out of the poul- 
try house and off thf range. 

Eliminate rats and* other var- 
mints from buildings. 

Screen wild birds out of the 
buildings. 

-....ojj bm bmbm bmbm bmbmb 
comply with the Virginia Dead 
Poultry Disposal Law. (Th<»e 
who have 500 or more birds a 
year must comply, with it.) The 
law specific^ tba't the faitner 
must hnvejf- and use — a dis- 
posal p^Idt incinerator on the 
premises large enough to handle 
normal mortality. 

Don't forget also, that, a lot of 
diseases are spread by Iti proper 
handling of manure. S'^'f^n the 
birds from under roost. Do not 
run them on pastures where 
poultry manure has been spread 
within the year.

Potential Of Children 

VIRGINIA BEACH ^ "How can we help our children to 
live up to their potential?* This question was given serious con- 
sideration at the March meeting of the Virginia Beach High School 
Parents' League. Mrs. Robert D. Wilson, Director of Friends 
School; Rev. Itouglas Ebert, Minister of Foundry Methodist Church; 
ani John Ortt, President of the Junior Class were members of the 
panel discussion moderated by 



Mn. Leo Hoarty, 

Mrs. Wilson said that training 
of the mind makes for efficiency 
but not for wholeness. "Tht 
rij^t kind of edun^io^P^as to 
ii^tiire into the significance of 
lite. If we lay too much empha- 
sis on class standmg, achieve- 
ment te^s, lO scores and daily 
tests it leads to confusion and 
pressure. Our present education 
is geared to incfustrializatron and 
war. If our education leads to 
nervous breakdowns, juvenile de- 
linquency, dropouts, war within 
the tnind and soul of the student 
as well as to cold war and nu- 
clear testing; are we failing to 
Wring about right education? 

"If we want to bring about 
right education we must first 
understand life, then understand j^ 
oxirselves and can thzn help 
j^unf people to understand 
themselves. Ecfucation now awak- 
ens us intellectually but leaves 
us incomplete. It pushes us out 
of ourselves into a society that 
doesn't know where itiis poing 
or whv. It turns out technicians, 
scholars, and doctors but are 
they integrated people, free of 
fear, willing to be involved witfi 
other people? 

Ycun^ people are onder 
r-Mv pr^sures — pressure to 
exceU, !!o ^et 'mi the Grst team, 
to be cheerieaders, and the 
jweitcst p^essQire of lall — *o 
get into cdlege. Clneatiii]; is 
the only way they know how 
to meet the situation we have 
created," Mrs. Wilson ^d. 

John Ortt quoted a recent 
Look Magazine article in which 
grading was done according to 
the individual's ability. He said 
parents should provide a suitable 
place for the student to work, be 
interested in the student's work, 
be patient, and oe available. He 
quoted from the Teen-Parent 
Guide on discipline. John's main 
point was that he is working for 
himself and not for anyone else. 
He is the one who will benefit.

•Mr. Ebert asked whether we 
are trying to get knowledge or 
wisdom. "Knowledge is the 
learning of facts and wisdom is 
learning how to use them." He 
said "many of today's great 
people would never be able to 
get into college today.
